; Byers of the Western Maryland Rail- 
I way Company, discussed prospects for 
carrying out a program for doubling 
the present capacity of the Port Cov­ 
ington grain elevator ami also the ad­

points to Baltimore and other North 
Atlantic ports so as to enable Balti­ 
more to compete with Gulf ports. 
Plans Completed 
| 
Grain men were informed that the 
Western Maryland had about complet­ 
ed plans for enlarging the Fort Cov­ 
ington elevator, which would give it 
a capacity of nearly 4,000,000 bushels, 
or about double the present capacity. 
No 
announcement was 
made as 
to 
when the railway company would go 
ahead 
with the 
improvement, as 
it 
was stated that it was solely 
a ques­ 


tion of money. 
Mr. Byers explained 
that the Western Maryland desired to 
sound out sentiment among grain men 
as to the advisability of providing ad­ 
ditional facilities for handling grain 
moving through the port of Baltimore. 
Leading 
grain merchants here 
have 
assured the chief executive of the road 
that future prospects for business ju s­ 
tified the company going ahead with 
its plan of improvement. 
To Ask Rate Cut 
The next subject discussed was the 
posaihility of another cut in the rate 
on grain from Missouri river points to 
Baltimore and 
other North 
Atlantic 
points. 
The carriers recently reduced 
the rate 4 per cent IOO pounds, as re­ 
commended by the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission, but it is said that 
this reduction 
is not sufficient to en­ 
able the Eastern cities to successfully 
compete with Galveston and New Or­ 
leans because of the large differential 
which the 
cities still enjoy over 
the 
North Atlantic ports. President Byers 
in discussing 
the matter with 
grain 
men, intimated that a further cut of 2 
cents per IOO pounds was desired, and 
the grain 
trade of Baltimore 
hopes 
that this lower rate will be made effec­ 
tive at an early date.
